Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-4 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• A method of producing a phosphor wherein Zn and Si in a ratio of 2: 1 is mixed 
with salt and water which is dried then pre-fired in air at 600°C to 900°C 
producing a pre-fired matter and then the pre-fired matter is fired at 1000°C to 
1350°C, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in 
claim 3. 

• A method of producing a phosphor wherein a raw material of oxide and/or 
carbonate including elements of Zn, Si, and Mn are mixed and then fired in air at 
600°C to 900°C producing a pre-fired matter and then the pre-fired matter is fired 
at 1000°C to 1350°C, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
called for in claim 4.
